They ad- 
monish us to beware how we exercise that 
power with which Heaven has blessed us, in 
depriving our fellow beings of their rights, or 
im taking their lives. An arm more potent 
than ours, will sooner or later wrest it from 
our hands, if so ioasly perverted, as in 
the prosecution of the present war. The 
causes of complaint again@ that but half- 
civilized, distracted republic, which no doubt 
are many, but not of a mature, when viewed 
in connection with her chameter, and other 
circumstances in reference to what had trans- 
pired between the two nations, were not the 
least palliation for this Jast resort of nations at 
the utmost extremity. We are not in earnest 





Were it 
such, we should not obtrude any remarks of 
ours on the attention of the public. 

We cannot see how any man who regards | 
the present or future welfi his country, | 
can be silent at such a time as this.

Every Day Piety. 

There is generally more of true piety ex- 
hibited in a faithful observance of the minor 
daties of religion, than in those that excite 
the notice and applause of men. Improper 
motives may prompt to public dutiesy while 
those duties which escape men’s eyes, and 
are intended only for God's observation, and 
not likely to be practised by an unrenewed 
person. There is more piety in the devotion 
of Nathaniel when he bowed alone beneath 
the fig tree, than in all the ostentatious pray- 
er of the Phylactery-adorned Pharisees at 
corners of the streets. The poor widow who 
modestly cast into the treasury her hard earn- 
ed ‘‘ mite,” gave greater evidence of piety, | 
than did the wealthy Jew whose golden coins 
rattled their own praise as they fell into the 
chest. Desire of applause,—pride of consis- | 
tency,—dread of censure,—may prompt to | 
external devotedness, but only piety towards | 
God can lead perseveringly and joyfully to | 
the closet,-—to the chamber of affliction and | 
poverty,—to the alleys and lanes,—in search 
of opportunities to do good. This child is 
du ‘tal who obeys his father’s requirements, 
but that child is more dutiful who obeys his 
father’s request in little matters, who seeks 
opportunities to please, and watches for oc- 
casions to show his love. So general obe- 
dience may warrant the belief that a man isa | 
christian, but he furnishes greater evidence | 
of love to God, whose full heart overlooks no | 
little thing that may please him or glorify 
his name. There was no piety in Beter's 
burst of zeal, when he hewed off the ear of 
the High Priest's servant; but there was in 
Mary’s quiet approach when her raining tears 
washed the Savior's feet. The unostenta- 
tious duties of christianity, those that never 
win public applause,—that only find place in 
the pare tenor of ordinary life, are more sat- 
isfactory proofs of the power of godliness 
upon the heart than any ebullitions of zeal or 
spasmodic starts of devotion.

The Anniversaries. 

The i ies of our religious i 
sre shortly to be held in this city, and delegations 
from various portions of our Israel will come up to 
these solemnities. Shal] these anniversaries de- 
generate into a mere form, or shall they be a feast 
of fat things to the crowds who attend them? 

We have heard it frequently remarked, that 
“the anniversaries were not as interesting as they 
were formerly.” The thought has occurred to us, 
that there wes less unction, less of the spirit of 
piety, less of the baptiem of the Holy Ghost, than 
in earlier times. These associations from year to 
year have been extending their influence, more 
money has been given, and more, visibly accom- 
plished ; but this does not prove that the spirit of 
devotion has increased with the increase of means. 
Reliance may have been placed on the things done, 
rather than on the spirit with which they have 
been done. 

The novelty attending anniversaries a few years 
since has passed away, and there is now no excite- 
ment from this source. But Jet it be remembered, 
that the great object to be accomplished by the 
societies whose anni ies are approaching, re- 
mains the same ; their united object is to preach 
the gospel to every creature, But these affiliated 
associations can do nothing, except the Spirit of 
the living God infuses life and energy into al! their 
operations. The spirit of the living creature must 
be in their wheels; then the car of salvation will 
roll on triumphantly. 

But how shal) this spirit be diffused through the 
masses that come up to these holy solemnities ? 
By every individual obtaining this spirit before he 
leaves his own home. Let every one be filled with 
this spirit, and the whole lump will be leavened. 
Let all the followers of Christ who may attend 
these anni ies be baptized with this spirit, and 
the Savior will come into our holy convocations 
with his risen salutation, “.4ll Hail!” 

We hope that the approaching anniversaries 
will be a new era in the history of our benevo- 
lent institutions. We need a new impulse from 
on high; our tone of piety must be deepened, or 
the church will never make those exertions and 

ifices that are tial to the world’s conver- 
sion, and the time for ushering in the latter day 
glory must be far distant. 

We have one request to make of those who may 
visit us, and partake of the hospitality of the chris- 














The experience of a long sea voyage is a very 
good introduction to a missionary life, amidst de- 
graded heathen. It is of the highest importance 
that we learn to adopt the language of the apostle, 
“Thave learned in whatever circumstances I am, 
therewith to be content.” The things [ have men- 
tioned in connection with our circumstances, are 
so much in the common course of sea-faring life, | ; 
that those familiar with the comfort and discom- 
forts of such a life, would smile at the prominent | 
notice I have given them. I write for those 
friends who are not familiar with the sea—not for 
those who are. 

It is two years nearly to a day since I jeft Bom- | 
bay for my native land. I had passed five orsix ; 
years in missionary labors amidst a degraded peo- jy 
ple, and had experienced probably an average of 
the moral, physical and spiritual trials of mission- 
ary life. All the tenderest ties of nature had 
been severed, and bodily health had been pros- 
trated by the influence of « tropical climate. In_ 
such circumstances, revisiting “loved Ameri-| 
ca,” that sanitarium of physical, more] and spirit- 
us) health, could not but be attended with much, 
which to say the least, would be of the deepest 
| interest. Still I confess, the visit in prospect did 
not in all respects give rise to pleasing anticipe- 
tions, I could not but revert in mind to what was 
the state of the public feeling, when I left Ameri- 
ca six years before, on the subject of returned mis- 
sionaries. ‘There was apparent at that time con- 
siderable sensitiveness on this subject. And there 
are other reasons why & missionary would feel 
reluctance at leaving his labors for one, or two, or 
three years perhaps, never to return to them. Rea- 
sons which, though they might not naturally sug- 
gest themselves to those who have had no expe- 
rience, yet need not be particularly noticed. Still 
there was something more then plessent in the 
idea of again seeing my native land, and recruit- 
ing my strength by breathing my native air, of 
again visiting the scenes of my childhood and 
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Battles on the Sabbath.

Missionary Correspondence.—No. II. 
Sur Bentnarn, Inpias Ocxas, 
Lat. 2° N., Lon. 72° E., Jan. 95, 1867. 

Yesterday, for the first time during mony 
days, we had a favorable wind. For three or four 
weeks, owing to head winds, and calms, and coun- 
ter currents, we have made comparatively little 
progress. Even now the ship's course is south- 
easterly instead of northerly, the direction of Bom- 
bay. The design of the captain is to go through 
& passage between the Maldive Islands, which are 
west of us, and then up north, near the const. 
We thereby hope to secure more favorable winds, 
than we could expect shotld we tké @ course 
more distant from the main land. But whichever 
course we take, we do not expect winds alto- 
gether the most favorable. We look upon it 
as not unlikely that instead of 120 or 130 days, 
the usual length of a voyage to Bombay, we may 
number 145 or 150 before seeing our port of des- 
timation. Our friends there will begin to have se- 
rious apprehensions respecting our safety. 

We have now, however, become so much ac- 
customed to a sea life, and have such advantages 
for improving our time in reading, writing and 
study, that we are almost surprised we are so con- 
tented and happy. The missionary company are 
making fine progress in studying the Murathee 
langoage. As to meats and drinks, we still have 
the substantials for a sailor's table, viz., salt beef, 
pork, beans and sea bread. Our live stock, though 
we had a large supply when we embarked, is near- 
ly expended. A few days since our water, though 
insipid, and sometimes worse than insipid, offensive 
—was running short, and “ patting on an allow- 
ance” was talked of. But to-day rain has fallen 
im great abundance, and the empty casks have 
been refilled. It is true, when the rain water has 
reached the cask, the contents of which have not 
been the purest— through sails saturated with salt 
spray, through tarred ropes, and washing in its 
Course various surfaces not the cleanest, it is not, 
to say the least, exectly like the water of the Cro- 
ton aqueduct or Long Pond, yet with « little 
care in settling it, we 5 
water.” 

Our apprehensions in regard to our supply of 
water failing, have not been great, for in case of 
necessity, we should be justified in making en- 
croachments upon the cargo of ice which we have 
on beard. Our friends are perhaps imagining 
that we have daily access to what would be so 
great a luxury in the torrid zone. Such is not
